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3. No person shall import or attempt to import or abet in the import 
of milk products from any; place outside the Union territory*!^ Delhi 
into any place within it except under and in accordance with a permit 
issued by the Director. 

4. Nothing in clause 3 shall apply to the import, 

(i) on Government account; 

(ii) under and in accordance with Military credit notes; and 

(iii) carried by rail in through transit to places outside the Union 

territory of Delhi. 

4. The Director or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf 
in writing may with a view to securing compliance with this Order or 
satisfying himself that this Order has been complied with : — 

(a) require any person to give any information in his possession 

in respect of any business of milk products carried on by him 
or on his behalf and such person shall give the information 
required of him. 

(b) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or documents or any 

stock of milk products belonging to or under the control of 
any person and take such books or documents or stock in his 
possession. 

(c) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search 

any premises or place or vehicle and seize or authorise any 
person to seize any article in respect of which the Director 
or the authorised officer has reason to believe that any 
provision of this Order has been, is being or is about to be 
contravened. 

5. The Administrator may by order in writing exempt any person or 
class of persons from the operation of all or any of the provisions of this 
Order and may at any time by like order suspend or cancel such 
exemption. 

6. The provisions of this Order shall be in addition to and not in 
derogation of any other law, rules, regulations or orders having the force 
of law, for the time being in force, relating to the control of milk products.
